BLAZE. Bonfire red cactus type blooms, 21 inches across, 
appear by the hundreds and completely cover this 28-30 
inch bush in late September. The flowers first appear as 
crimson cactus type (see insert on picture at right) and in 
about 2 weeks turn to brick red, carnation type with ser- 
rated petal tips, and are actually brighter at that time. The 
sprays are graceful, airy, and numerous enough to produce 
mny bouquets from each plant. Its frost resistance is high 
and carries its brilliance to the end of the season. 


FIRELIGHT. A fully double bronze red that fills a need 
for early sales. Mid-September finds this very nice red 
spoon well in bloom. October finds this same plant holding 
golden bronze incurved pompon like blooms, making its 
“ember” period as attractive as the prime stages. Early 
blooms will average 21% inches in size, very solid and tight, 
later blooms will go to 3 inches.
